The only remaining step left 
to government in its effort to 
solve the meat crisis in Brazil it 
to try to force the farmers to 
raise more cattle. This has been 
tried again and again but has 
never proved successful. Short of 
complete slavery, men cannot be 
forced to produce and aell meat 
or anything else below cost. Even 
though enslaved, men cannot for 
long continue to produce at lest 
than cost. 
Price fixing of meat or other 
commodities and government op* 
eration of packing plants and 
other industries will not produce 
abundance but only more strin­ 
gent shortages. We have seen 
this tried and have seen it fail 
in country after country through­ 
out the wcrld. It most assuredly 
will fail in Brazil at it has re­ 
cently in Poland. 
Give men the hope of reward 
and they will work hard and 
produce abundantly. Try to force 
them as slaves and the result will 
be scarcity and great suffering. 
The only answer to the prob­ 
lem :s the restoration of the free 
market wherein the wants and 
, desires of the people are allowed 
to channel capital, labor and raw 
materials into the making of the 
goods and the rendering of the 
services which the people moat 
desire and for which they are 
ready. Willing and able to pay. 
That ia the only road to pros­ 
perity.

Management of the public debt. Our federal debt is

mum rate Which can be offered by the government we are 
faced with the fact that Treasury cannot sell any obligation 
of five years or longer m aturity. Since the ceiling does not 
apply to anything with a m aturity of less than five years, the 
Treasury is forced to do all its borrowing and refunding in 
th v Short end of the m arket. 
The net effect of this is to

International deficit. C urrently we are running a deficit 
n our international balance of payments of approximately $4 
billon a year.

The deficit comes from various financial tra n s­

Secretary of the Treasury Anderson recentlv sum m ar­ 
ized the complicated statistics in this area by saying th a t we 
are spending about $3 billion a year on the m ilitary abroad, 
some $2 * 2 billion on m utual aid. and th at there is about $2 
billion of private investment. 
Each of these involves basic 
policy m atters, and reducing them appreciably will be extrem e­ 
ly difficult.
